THE FOGG ART MUSEUM 

To the President of the University: — 

Sir, — I have the honor to present the following report on the 
Fogg Art Museum for the year 1922-23. 

Important acquisitions have been made, particularly in the 
field of sculpture and painting. 

Department op Sculpture 

First in importance is a fourth century Paros marble Greek head 
of an athlete, the gift of Professor Paul J. Sachs, Class of 1900. 
Among other acquisitions, a sixteenth century Madonna and Child 
of the School of Troyes, the gift of G. J. Demotte, is of especial 
interest. 

A complete list of gifts and loans will be found at the end of this 
report. 

Department op Painting 

Several valuable acquisitions have been made in this department. 
An Italian painting of the Nativity, dating from about 1250, three 
fifteenth century Italian frescoes, and the Piazzetta, Venice, by 
Canaletto, gifts of the Friends of the Fogg Museum, were welcome 
additions. A Madonna and Child by Bernardo Daddi, the gift of 
Grenville L. Winthrop, Class of 1886, is the second painting by this 
master in the Fogg Museum. Christ in Limbo, by Sassetta, lent 
for some years by Professor Sachs, was a gift from him. Other 
acquisitions in this department were : a Madonna and Child by 
Francesco Napolitano, gift of Horace Morison, Class of 1900; 
water color by Charles Hopkinson, Class of 1891, gift of Dr. Den- 
man W. Ross, Class of 1875; two water colors by Turner, gift of 
Professor Sachs; Portrait of a family by Ochtervelt, gift of Fred- 
eric F. Sherman, in memory of his brother, Frank Dempster Sher- 
man; and a water color by Harold B. Warren, gift of Roger S. 
Warner, Class of 1898. 

Department op Prints and Drawings 

Twenty-two drawings by John Singer Sargent were given by the 
artist. Of these, twenty-one were studies for the wall decorations 
in the Widener Library. Two drawings by Howard Giles were 
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given by Dr. Ross, and a pen drawing was the gift of Horace M. 
Swope, Class of 1905. One hundred and thirteen prints were ac- 
quired by gift and by purchase. The most important acquisition 
was the engraving of St. Bartholomew, by the Master E S, the 
gift of the Friends of the Fogg Museum. Among other gifts were 
thirty-one etchings and mezzotints of Turner's Liber Studiorum 
from Dr. and Mrs. William N. Bullard. An anonymous sixteenth 
century Italian engraving (Presentation in the Temple, after Lo- 
renzo Costa), an engraving attributed to Mair of Landshut (Porch 
of a Gothic house), and mezzotint by Prince Rupert (Head of the 
Small Executioner), were purchased from the Gray Fund. 

Oriental Department 

Through the gift of Dr. Ross, the Oriental Department has ac- 
quired additions of distinction. Among them are a fifteenth century 
Corean painting and Persian, Indian, and Thibetan paintings. The 
collection of Japanese prints has been enriched by the acquisition 
of fourteen very fine prints, the gift of Professor A. Kingsley 
Porter, Professor Sachs, John T. Spaulding, William S. Spaulding, 
Class of 1888, Felix M. Warburg, four given by Arthur Davison 
Ficke, Class of 1904, and one given by Gilbert Edmund Fuller, 
Class of 1905. 

Textiles 

To the collection of textiles several additions have been made: 
three Coptic textiles, the gift of Dr. Ross; two pieces of Mexican 
embroidery, the gift of Professor William M. Davis, Class of 1869; 
and a piece of red velvet, the gift of G. J. Demotte. 

Books, Photographs and Slides 

One hundred and forty-six volumes have been added to the 
Library, by gift and by purchase. Two hundred eighty-eight 
photographs and 362 slides have been catalogued for the first time 
and 851 slides recatalogued, making a total of 1501 photographs 
and slides catalogued. Slides have been issued to instructors 509 
times, as against 371 times last year. The public school lending 
set of Greek slides has been sent to 11 schools, the Roman to 11, 
and the English slides to 10 schools. 

Exhibitions 

The most important exhibition of the year was of early Japanese 
prints. Seventy-three of these prints were shown, lent by Arthur 
Davison Ficke. 
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Among other exhibitions were: Sargent drawings, Old Master 
drawings, Recent print acquisitions, French prints, German prints, 
Durer, Sixteenth-century German prints, Burgkmair and Cranach, 
and Holbein. 

Staff 

The Director was in Europe from August, 1922, until July, 1923, 
and the Assistant Director from June until August, 1923. 

Miss Margaret E. Gilman left in July for a year's absence in 
Europe. Miss Anna Wheatland, Miss Noreen Matthews and Miss 
Elise Robins volunteered their services for short periods of time. 
Miss Matthews became a regular member of the staff in February, 
and Miss Robins in June, on the resignation of Miss Matthews. 
In November Mr. Ficke resigned as curator of Japanese prints.
